Edward Atkinson, whose opinion is or- 
dinarily worth something, say that it is 
not profitable nor desirable to spin and 
weave the staple where it is grown, we 
are always inclined to expose their 
short-sightedness by printing figures 
officially furnished to the stockholders of 
the Eagle and Pheonix. 

The total fixed investment of these 
mills is now nearly two million dollars 
—$1,925,792.34, to be accurate, embracing 
their water-power, three cotton 


mills, one woolen mill, and the necessary 
buildings, The quick assets amount to a 
million and a quarter, which is sufficient 


five handred thousand dollars, and feeds, 
over five thousand people. 

Now, we are willing to place this show- 
ing against that of any mill at the north. 
We learn from the Columbus Enquirer 
that an Englishman—a stockhoider—who 
heard the statement said that such a report 
read to the owners of a mil! in Manches- 
ter would be looked upon as a piece of 
fiction. Whatever may be done in New 
England, it is absolutely certain that the 
English mills cannot pay the ocean 
freights on the staple and spin it into 
cloth to compete with mills in the south.

The debate in the senate this week on the pen- 
sion appropriation bill has brought intoa still 
stronger light the appailing burdens thrust upon 
the treasury by the arrears of pension act of 
March 3, 1879. 

When, seven weeks ago, Mr. Hubbell announc- 
ed that $242,000,C0? would probably be needed for 
pensivn arrears alone, the country was astound- 
ed ; for the friends of the arrears act had piovured 
its passage by pretending that §20,000,000 would 
settle all the claims. When, a forinight ago, 
Commissioner Bentley unofficially declared that, 
firstand last, the arrears act could add over 
$400,000,00 to the burdens of tae country, there 
wasa fresh shock of surprise and alarm But now 
Senator Davis of West Virginia has laid befcre 
congress official estimates from Mr. Bentley 
showing that the prodigious sum of $510,000,00) 
will be required to meet expenses incurred under 
the arrears act alone. 

The first fruits of that stupendous stroke of reck- 
lessness are to be se n in the p-sding bill. To 
the annual appropriation has been added this 
week $'7.692,031 69 for additional army pensions, - 
$560,274.9) for additional navy pensionsand $30,- 
000 for fees of examining surgeons. Thus the 
aunual appropriation has al y been increased 
more than eighteen miliions. The+um required 
now every year for pensions is over fifty miilions: 
aod these annual payments will grow larger and 
largef until they reach, as the commissioner es- 
timates, sixty millions. At or near that sum, 
which dwarfs other expenditures for routine ad- 
ministration, the pension’ burden is likely to ree 
main for years.

Their Proposed Colenization in the 
Center of the City: 
Yesterday a reporter of Tux Cownstitu 
rion called at the office of Mayor English 
and had ashort, but interesting interview 
with him relative to the proposed change 
in the location of the offices of the city 
officials and thecouncil chamber. At pres- 
ent these officesare seattered all over the 
city—the mayor's office is in one place, the 
city engineer in another, superintendent of 
water-works in another, ci treasurer in 
another, with the remainder at the city 
ball. It is proposed to “colonize” 
the-e officials in some cen 
trally located building: and to get at the 
bottom facts, the mayor was visited by the 
reporter. He said 
“You see the officers are now very much 
scattered, and everything is arranged very 
inconveniently. We want to: get a large 
room in the central portion of the city, say 
the capitol and Loyd 
street in one direction and Ma- 
rietta and Alabama in the other and after 
dividing off a room forthe council to put 
up neat railings on both sides of the 
balance of the room and make offices for 
the city engineer, city clerk, marshal, tax 
receiver and collector, superintendent of 
water-works and myself. The tax collector 
should have his office on the first floor and 
in fact they ought all to be on the first 
floor. The demands of the public require 
it. They are visited by numbers of people 
and convenience should be aimed at. Be- 
sides this arrangement will not incur 
any adtbitional expense to the city. The 
offices we rent and fires we’ burn now 
together with the rent which we can get 
from the rooms we now occnpy will equal 
what we cao get a good room for.”’

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CHEATING AND SWINDLING, 


A Trial Before Judge Tanner's Court 

In Judge Tanner's court yesterday a 
warrant charging A. L. Lewis with cheat- 
ing and swindling was sworn out. The 
warrant was procured by Frank Logan, of 
thiscity, and upon this paper Mr. Lewis was 
arrested at the car shed just. before 
the departure of the Western and 
Atlantic passenger train for Chattanooga 
and detained until he gave bond for his 
appearance before the justice who issued 
the warrant, for a preliminary trial, which 
will be had to day at 11 o’clock. 

The circumstances connected with the 
arrest seenmi, at present, to be somewhat 
mixed. It appears that Mr. Lewis is a 
member of the firm of Foster & 
Lewis, Fort Branch, Gibson county 
Indiana, This firm is engaged in the mer- 
cantile and miiling business at the piace 
designated and for some time past has been 
furnishing Mr. Logan with flour. So far 
the two stories agree, 

Some time last December, so Mr. Lewis 
says, Mr. Logan was furnished with sam 
ples of tlour then being handled by Foster & 
Lewis. The flour was not of the best qualiiy 
and:o Mr. Logan was at the time informed. 
yet he ordered a car load of it-and instruci- 
ed the consignors to draw upon him for 
the amount. The flour arrived asalzo did 
the dratt. The first was received and the 
last honored—the amount being five hun- 
dred and eighty dollars. Subsequently Mr 
Logan telegraphed Mr. Lewis to ship bim a 
car load of another grade of flour 
and in compliance with this request the 
second car load was consigned to Mr. Lo- 
gan, and adraft for theamount drawn. But 
in afew days Mr. Lewis was notified that 
Mr, Logan had declined to receive the flour. 
and would not accept the draft. 

Soon after this Mr. Lewis, who 
does quite a business with Atlanta 
commission merchants,gcame to Atlanta. 
Since his arrival be has seen Mr, Logan and 
from him ascertained that he still had the 
first car load of flour on haud and that he 
wanted Mr. Lewis to repossess himself of 
it by repaying the five hundred and eighty 
dollars. This Mr. Lewis declined to do as 
flour bad declined, 

During Mr. Lewis's stay in Atlanta Mr. 

Logan made several efforts to induce him to 
take back the flour but without 
success. Among other propositions he 
agreed to assume the ownership of the flour 
for which he had paid, if Mr. Lewis would 
reimbarse him to the extent of seventy five 
dollars. But again Mr. Lewis declinea, and 
yesterday completed his arrangements to 
leave for his home, but as we have said was 
arrested at the car shed and taken 
before Judge Tanner, when the 
warrant was procured and the trial set for 
eleven o'clock this morning. Mr. Lewis's 
bond was fixed at five hundred dollars and 
ina short time he was released, having 
secured satisfactory bondsmen. This is 
about Mr. Lewis's statement. 
Mr. Logan was absent from his office, but 
his attorney, Mr. W. T. Moyers, stated that 
Mr, Logan had an abundance of evidence 
to sustain his charge. After che reporter 
had talked with Mr. Moyers a letter 
was sent him which contained the follow- 
ing language: 

“He (Logan) claims that Mr. Lewis 

swindled him out of $580, and possesses 
the documents necessary to sustain the war 
rant which he has sued out against nim. If 
you insist on publishing an account of the 
difficulty, please do Mr. Logau the justice 
to mention this, and also that he declines to 
give details until after the trial, because his 
lawyer advises him so to do.”’ 
Mr. Logan is well known in Atlanta, 
being one ef our most successful commi'ss on 
merchants and will carefully guard his 
own interest. Mr. Lewis is a stranger in 
our midst. He is an elderly gentiemen 
and preserts a good appearance. He claims 
to be asquare man.

Yesterday a ConsTITUTION representative 
was shown a petition which will be pre 
sented this week to the citizens of Atlanta 
fur their signature. The petition prays the 
post-office department at Washirgton to 
supply Governor Conley, our postmaster, 
with enough additional aid to enable him 
to properly administer the business of the 
Atlanta post-office. 

Desiring to give his readers the true 
status of affairs the reporter at once visited 
the post office, bnt fuuand Governor Conley 
so busy attending to the work that should 
be done by a clerk that he was unable to 
secure an audience, yet with that affable 
manner, so peculiarly his own, the post- 
master referred the reporter to Mr. Joe 
Nall, the assistant. 

When the mission was known Mr. Nall 
said: ‘ Yes, I’ll take great pleasure in giving 
you allthe information you may want.” 

And he did. 

From Mr. Nall it was ascertained that 
during the year of 1876 the total receipts of 
the office were $24,424.35, whilst in 1880 it 
was $52 92528 or more than twice the 
amount.

Atlanta is not like a northern town 
of the same population. Here we are 
well supplied with a class who, just begin- 
ning to write, amuse themselves by writing 
and inquiring for letters,and this is one rea- 
son why our post-office does so much more 
businsss than 1s credited to northern towns 
of the same size, 

In two instances heads of two departments

HORTICULTURAL INDUSTRIES. 


Anlinteresting Discussion of the Sub- 
jectas Faras Concerns the South, 
Written for The Constitution. 

Are the industries of productive horti- 
culture of sufficient importance in the 
inland districts of the southern states to 
induce the people to make a vigorous effort 
for theirdevelopment? If so, what are the 
agencies to call them into active operation 
inour midst? These are questions well 
worthy of consideration at a time when 
enterprise and progress is rapidly taking 
a foothold in all iotelligent southern 
minds. Citizens ofa new-built metropolis 
claiming the honorsof a gate city to the 
new south, are especially interested in the 
improvement of their suburbs. A natural, 
well-paying cousequence of activity is 
horticultural pursuits, 

The standard scale of trade, supply and 
demand, and the experience of the most 
prominent fruit-producing sections of both 
north and south will throw some light on 
the subject, and assist to arrive at a conclu- 
sion approximately correct. 

A country touching both oceans, the 
tropics and the rigid north must of neces- 
sity produce a greater variety and amount 
of fruits and culinary vegetables than 
any otherland on the globe. Horticulture. 
in its mildest sense, is not merely 
}the poetry of agriculture as toasts at 
banquets used to style itin former years; 
it isa leading,industry in the cultivation 
of the American soil. The demands cn 
Pomona’s-mammoth cornucopia will in- 
crease from year to year with the increase 
of pupulation, and with the use of whcle- 
some fruits as articles of daily food, while 
formerly they were a luxury only. 

Hach section of the land has developed 
this industry in ratio tothe demands of the 
market and the productive capacity of soi! 
and climate. Tbe shores of the Atlantic 
ocean from Florida to Maine produce the 
most stupendous amount of fruits. The 
coasting trade in southern fruits and early 
vegetables has assumed gigantic propor- 
tions. The Pacilic shore has in like man- 
ner developed a horticultural commerce, 
entirely characteristic of her bonanza ways. 
| To the populous middie states the rise 
and spread of horticultural pursuits has a 
history of its own, brousht forth amidst 
the rapid iuttrmingling of the various 
elements which immigration landed in 
these districts of the union. 

There was a time not very long ago when 
gardening and fruit-raising was a profession 
in vogue around the many fast growing 
eities of those states, followed by a class of 
| prover bially hard working, pains-taking men 

soon broken, 
and often demoralized by the appearance 
of a new class of producers, called out by 
the magic vf the universa] yankee spirit, 
pervading, in those days, all classes of the 
nutive American population, This class of 
amateur worticulturists and town farmers, 
sO numerous if western cities, and but 
seldom found in the south, was made up of 
amiscellanecus gentry of leisure, embracing 
representatives of the learned professions, 
the rank of the militia, the ministry of the 
gospel, school teachers, retired merchants, 
etc. It was only the question of short time 
for this array of intelligence to constitute 
itself into au ‘upper house” of horticulture, 
leaving the mocest professionals bebind as 
commoners. Production increased in ratio 
with the number of workers; the industry 
promised to become a big thing in the end, 
| which fact was heralded far and wide by 
| the lords in conventions and mutual admi- 
| ration societies assembled many times. 

Ina land of keen-witted farmers, ready 
for any new departure in money making, 
the goose could not hang bigh about the 
cities and prospec's lovely without 
arousing the rural _ districts. Rail 
roads had already abolished distance, 
so farmers allowed they might be horticul- 
turists as well as doctors could be the same, 
and marfy, protected by homespun pru- 
dence, became the most prominent fruit- 
growers of their section, while others 
returned to the old reliable, vulgar crops 
of agriculture, sad, but wiser than before. 
To some districts horticultural pursuits 
became af manis, contagious from county 
to county, and thus an over-production 
ensued which gluts the leading markets 
often sadly, and leavesa large volume of 
products, unsaleable and uuused on the 
ground. 

Spirited competition for. the earliest 
crops brought enterprising growers to the 
most southern couuties of the state of 
Iiiinois, and presently all Egypt was alive 
with horticultural commotion, transform- 
ing the least developed portion of that state 
‘into one of its wealthiest sections. 

With the return of geod will and har- 
mony in the country horticulturists settled 
from the Ohio river to Mobile bay; and 
with the opening of Arkansas by railways— 
from the Mississippi to the south end of 
Texas. 3 

Southern climes are of necessity at- 
tractive to this industry. The earliness of 
their seasons and less frequent failures of 
crops make them the natural field of opera- 
tion for horticulture. Southern fruits and 
vegetables are exempt from the 
rgiut of the markets, retaining always 
remuneratiy? prices before the break down 
of the market amidst the overcrowd of pro- 
ducts from the middle states. Production 
in all branches of industry is inevitably 


Old custom, force of capital, indifference 
and inactivity may fora time disturb the 
equilibrium, but the law of gravity will 
some day draw new lines not disadvarta- 
geous to southern interests, and we should 
not wonder if in that year of grace southern 
flowers, violets and roses would be seen in 
fashionable button holes in Cincinnati or 
at the hub of creation—in Boston. 

The southwest is busy enough to supply 
the finest strawberries and peaches to the 
cities of the west and north, but shall the 
Paris of America, “the city of Cincinnati,” 
and its tributaries, be left unaided on 
the banks of the Qhio river? This is 
a question which the southwest must an- 
swer. There are some people undoubtedly 
in that section of the country who baye 
never beard of the story told by scientists 
and other visionary carpet baggers, that 
the high lands of the south, the 
southern terminus of the Alle- 
ghany mountains, are more particulariy 
adapted to the culture of fruits and vines 
than any other portion of the United 
States east of the Rocky mountains. 

We see by the foregoing remarks to what 
extent the horticuitural industries have 
been promoted, what a scope for enterprise 
they offer to favored sections, and what an 
lmportact factor their commerce has pro- 
ven to many cities. But looking around the 
vicinity of Atlanta we see how little has 
been done thus far to the development of 
an industry from which all classes of the 
community draw a profitin many and ya. 
rious ways. But what are the sgencies to 
call it into life amongst us?. The answer 
is: First, the enterprise of the people, tol- 
erance and canis Ato, liberality of the ow- 
ners of the soil towards men willing to im- 
Prove their lancs, Second, a protective tar- 
iff of freights and ail possibie facilities for 
shipping granted by the -railroads: The 
medium between the field and distant 
market has the balance of power to encour- 

and promaje or to forbid the 
roduction to a section of country. 
De cske the experience and history of the 
most prominent fruit shipping sections, and 
you will see thet the success is fully as 
much due to the ce- »peration and assistance 
of the railway as to the smartness of the 
fruit grower. The immense carrying trade 
of the fruit season will also demonstrate 
beyond contradiction that this modest ina- 
dustry . is always sure to give cood returns 
for kindness received 2t the hands of far- 
railroad managers. |

with full confidence to our outlet 
to the east and west, to the Aitr-Line
